Regarding the east end ticket, F. W. 
Brown of the Hub Cigar Store said 
this morning:

“Why do you know that there are 
om gecord in the city offices applican- 
tions for sewer connections which have 
been gathering dust in pigeon holeg 
since tlast June, and at the same time 
the medical health officer reports that 
there are 100 cases of typhoid in the 
city. 

“Then there is that incinerator pro- 
position. Why no greater outrage 
could ‘be perpetrated on the east end 
people than to undertake to plant a 
garbage destroyer right in the middle 
of the residential section of the east 
They tell us that this garbage 
don’t smell; that the plant will be a 
nice place—in fact an ornament. All 
right. Then we will locate the plant 
somewhere along McKay or Victoria. 
T think about a block from the new 
parliament buildings would suit. 

“I notice on the plans for the new 
sewer system on which the city is 
spending $200,000 and on which it is 
apparentiy going to fool away a hun- 
dred thousand or so more and which it 
will probably get completed in time 


for the remicentennial of the 
city’s nativity, I notice that 
|90 per cent of the iaterals are to 


be laid west of First street. I no- 
tice also that 75 per cent of the popu- 
lives east of First street. As 
the confuscian who does the washee 
would say, “wha’s a malla. 

“Yes sir, we h37e the voies and the 
time has arrived when we are going 
to use them. We know where we 
strest car line and sewers 
and paving dune and we certainly 
should have a say in the direction of 
city’s affairs.’’ 

Mr. *Brown states that he is not a 
boss-croker or a campaign manager, 
put he is into this movement in order 
to get justicefor the east end. He has 
held property in the east end for four 
years and has paid taxes consistently 
and ‘he thinks that as a rafte-payer he 
is entitled to say a word in defense 
of his own interests.

Under my ear- 
nest representations this ceased, and 
now the mills have mostly followed 
the example afforded them, at 
suggestion, by the Slocan Star, and 
are saving their zine and storing it 
for a market.

mill, sold its zinc savings for $25,- 


000, a sum very well worth having. 
The Slocan Star, owing to the  pre- 
sent unfortunate litigation, not 
running its mill regularly, and in 
consequence the same output is 
now being maintained.” 
“There is no doubt,’ continued Mr. 
Jones, “that there is plenty of zinc 
in the country. Many a lead mine 
owner will tell you that he has four 
tons of zinc to one ton of lead ore. 
The question is to get a market for 
it. The situation is critical. There 
is a consumption in Canada _ of 
about 2,000 tons per annum. Japan 
needs from 3,500 to 4,000 tons yearly 
and China about half as much. As 
to the market in the United States, 
from that Canadians are entirély 
excluded, as it is perfectly protected 
by the import duty. Hence, although 
it is the highest market in the wortd, 
we cannot get access to it because of 
that duty. Now the Frank smelter, 
as renovated, will be able to handle 
about 30 to 40 tons of zine ore daily, 
from which will be obtained about 
10 to 15 tons of spelter, averaging*12 
tons probably upon the present basis. 
This means a production of about 
4,000 tons a vear, or twice the 
quirements oi the Canadian market. 
But were we bounty fostered we 
could then enter upon the markets of 
the Orient, and compete successfully 
with the United States, and probably

MANY LIVES LOST. 


Chicago. Nov. 12-A disastrous 
wreck occurred today on the Balti-| 
gore and Ohio railroad at Woods- 

thirty miles 


yille, Indiana, about 
lrom this city. The reports so far 
are conflicting. but the maiority of 
them place the number of dead at 
five killed outright in the collision. 
Forty or fifty others were caught in 
the wreckage and burned to death 
and 25 were seriously injured. The 
majority of the killed and injured 
aie emigrants. The accident is said 
to have been confusion 
fegarding a signal which allowed the 
emigrant train to station 
while a freight train was approach- 
ing from the opposite direction. The 
two ‘trains came together at full 
gpeed and the impact wrecked both 
ef them completely A number of 
the cars of the emigrant train were 
hurled over a ten foot embankment 
and immediately caught _ fire. Al- 
though every possible effort was 
made to rescue the imprisoned pas- 
sengers from the wreckage, the | 
flames spread rapidly, rendering it | 
impossible in the majority of cases 
and it is certain that a score were 
barned to death before aid could be 
given them. It is known that five of 
the emigrants killed outright, 
and the engineer of the emigrant 
train was so injured that his recov- 
ery is impossible. 

Woodsville is a small station about 
ten miles north of Valparaiso. A 
wrecking train was immediately sum- 
moned from the latter place. It was 
dispatched along the line for medical 
si and every available physician 
was at once taken aboard and hur- 
ried to Woodsville. The latest of 
ports from the scene of the wreck 
state that the number of dead was
